You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said town 


on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine of the clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Ist. To choose a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, Town Treasurer 
and Highway Agents, for the ensuing year. 


2nd. To choose all other vecessary town officers and agents for the 
ensuing year. 


3rd. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the re- 
pair of roads and bridges, the ensuing year. 


4th. To see if the town will vote to celebrate old home week and 
raise and appropriate money therefor. 


5th. To see how much money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for macadamized road the ensuing year. 


6th. To see if the town will vote to have the stone crusher repaired 
and raise and appropriate money therefor. 


7th. To see how much money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for the paying of the town debt. 


8th. To see how much money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate to pay the tuition of scholars for the ensuing year. 


gth. To see how much money the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for the building of sheds for the snow roller and road 
machine. 


roth. To see if the town will vote to dispose of the old road ma- 
chine and pass any vote relating thereto. 


11th. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions of Chapter 
79 Public Statutes, relating to the laying out, constructing and 
maintaining sidewalks, main drains and common sewers. 


12th. To see if it is the sense of the town that the selectmen lay 
out and construct a system of sewers, if petitioned so to do, 
and whether the town will authorize the selectmen to borrow 
money in the name of the town, at a rate of interest not exceed- 
ing 3 I-2 per cent per annum, to pay for such sewers, the notes 
given for said money to be exempt from taxation by the town. 


13th. Toseeif the town will vote to discontinue all but. what is 
within ten feet of the posts and railing at Granite Street, west- 
erly as far as ten feet will go, thence on the original line to the 
point on the highway at west side of Edgar Downing’s house.

Report of the School Board 


OF THE 


| Town School District of Northfield. 


Again it becomes our duty to give to the public our annual 
‘report of the schools in our care. 

We have not departed from the policy that has been adopted 
for the past years only in so far as the new laws passed have 
made it necessary to so do. At our last session of the general 
court, more stringent laws were enacted in relation to pupils 
attending school regularly. We were obliged, under penalty 
to see that they were enforced, and have endeavored so to do. 
And we are pleased to be able to say that so soon as the law 
was properly understood by parents and.others having the cus- 
tody of children we had their support, with the result that our 
records show a decided improvement has been made. This 
has been a decided advantage to the children concerned, and 
would seem to work for our good financially, as the 
amount of state aid is divided in proportion to the daily aver- 
age attendance. We desire to express our gratitude to all who 
have co-operated with us in this line. While those who have 
felt aggrieved must see that we were only working for their 
good, and within the bounds of our duty as it related to the 
new law. 

We think, and in fact know,that there has been commenda- 
ble progress made all along the line. We have endeavored 
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to secure the best teachers within our means. We found 
that to retain our best, and secure such as our schools called 
for, we must make a slight raise in their wages, and this has 
been done in most cases. Towns around us are getting our 
best teachers by being able to offer them higher wages, and 
we must keep some where near them, or we shall soon be- 
come a sort of training school for teachers, with the result that 
so soon as one has a good reputation with us she is taken by 
our neighbors and we shall be obliged to look for a new, and 
in most cases an inexperienced teacher. 


The teachers employed for the past year have for the most 
part entered heartily into their work, and given general satis- 
faction. In some cases the discipline should have been bet-. 
ter, and there has in one or two cases been some fault found 
by parents. But we should remember that where there are 
so many it is not possible to please all, and our policy has 
been that where a majority of the parents were satisfied, to al- 
low the school to continue, with such advice to the teachers 
as we thought the circumstances demanded, remembering 
that ours is a government by majorities and that the majority 
must and should rule. 


The interest manifested by friends of the schools as shown. 
by the large number of visitors recorded is gratifying. 

We think that there should be a better ciassification of stu- 
dies in all of our schools. There are altogether too many 
classes, so many that but a few moments can be devoted to 
any one class. It is hard to remedy this. But something 
more must be attempted in this line if we would secure the 
best results. 

We appeal to your liberality in the matter of appropriations ; 
let us remember that a good education is the best or one of 
the best legacies we can leave to our rising generation. 
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As last year, so this, we shall refrain from a separate men- 


tion of each school. 
All have done well and when that is said it is enough.

BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


OF UNION SCHOOL DISTRICT, NO. 1, IN TILTON. 


In reporting the year’s work of our schools in Union Dis- 
trict, it may have a sameness to other reports given each year 
regarding school affairs, but there are some new features of in- 
terest that make school life attractive and pleasant. 

It was said years ago that the children and teachers could 
do better work if their surroundings were improved. We do 
not hesitate to say that the statement has been verified in a 
very satisfactory manner. With large well ventilated and 
comfortable apartments, the schools have performed their 
regular work with energy and interest. Only a few changes 
in the list of instructors have been made, and these we trust 
have not been for the hinderance of school work. Inside the 
building one or two changes or improvements have been 
needed. A partition in the basement and a covering of con- 
crete. Outside the work has been more elaborate. A con- 
crete walk has been constructed around the building to keep 
surtace water from the foundation ; one from the main entrance 
to the street, and one from the basement, extending the entire 
width of building to the side walk. The grounds around the 
buildings have been graded, and show smooth, even lawns. 
With the shade trees set at regular intervals, the grounds pre- 
sent a very attractive appearance. The play ground on the 
south side can be completed at the pleasure of the district.

Our text books were so badly worn that it has necessitated 
quite extensive replenishing, especially in geography and 
music books. The socalled Spiral Arithmetics introduced last 
year are meeting with good success. Wishing to improve in 
our methods, and raise the standard in reading in our schools, 
we have introduced the Rational Method, which has been in- 
troduced in many schools and has attracted public attention 
by its wonderful results. A series of Geographical Readers 
have been introduced, and some other new supplementary 
readers have been added to our list. 

A large physical map of the world has been purchased, al- 
so another set of maps in Columbia case, 66x46 inches has 
been placed in the principal’s room. 

By the addition of a duplicator the principal’s work is made 
much easier. 

One of the latest improved pencil sharpeners has been pur- 
chased. 

A little has been attempted in manual training in the line 
of basket weaving. It has not proved as successful as we 
hoped, as we haven’t the accommodations best fitted for such 
work. 

Our schools have increased so in numbers that it was neces- 
sa1y to break up our grades somewhat, and some pupils were 
sent ahead before it was expedient. 

We shall be obliged to furnish another room at the open- 
ing of the fall term, and perhaps it will be necessary for our 
spring term.
